•tudlee are too bard tor lb*m, tbat they 
have to work too batd to gel their les¬ 
sons. Tula open* up the immense field 
a{ tbe queeitou of ooeduoatloo, %ad I 
Cake tba opportunity to a tale iay own 
vlawa on toe subject. t 

I believe tbat boye and glrli ehould go 'Qu 
Co tbe aaoje eobool buildings aad to toe end 
haaae loatruotora, bol I do not bollava I tee 
Cbat they snoqld recite together and 
hart tbe same leeeona. I believe tbat 
a oat, but not all. of tbalr eubjeota 
should be tbe asm*, but tbat tba math- 
oj« o( etudy abould be somewhat 
d.ff„reot. I do ool bailees tbat boya 
«ad gtrla need tbe aama klnde of eduoa- 
Cloo. 

In similar oondltloua no other Blgb 
School In tbe United States la doing 
xtt'T** to remedy tbte very dlflfiauiiy tbaa 
Cbe High School In Bloomfield. It would 
' he floaoolally Impossible fur us bars to 
separata tbe boys and glrla In tba olaaa- 
rooma. But we do beva a very Uboral 
elective system, sod In point of faot tbe 
glrla tend to take certain aubjeettt while 
tbe boye take otbera. 

In.roy Judgment. In tbe Ideal coeduoa- 
Clonal High School tbe boys will take 
fewer subjects at a time than tbe girls 
They will Lave longer leeaone, and more 
of them In each subject. They will be 
required to de broader and more 
thorough work In tbelr eubjeota than 
Cbe glrle. Tbe gtrla erlil take more sub¬ 
jects *1 a time, and will have shorter 
.essoue ami fe wer of them In each sub 
j-ot. Variety of knowledge and breadth 
of Interest are all-important lo tbe edu¬ 
cation of women; tborougboeaa lathe 
standard In tbe education of men. 

To be specific. It tras to do aa I think 
Cieat (I am net free sod cannot be made 
free to ,thla). 1 would glva boys only 
enree studies at a time, with dal y loug 
recitations, and pursued until they are 
thoroughly mastered. I would give glrla 
flv# or six studies, with abort recita¬ 
tions. not always dally, each to be pur¬ 
sued to tba point of mastery only when 
Cbs student la grsatly Interested. I 
would expect borne study from tba boys 
In all subjeote, but by tba glrla lo not 
ovar two. Furtbsr, I would keep tba 
fcoya at school or In supervised athletics 
«U day loog, but tba glrla only for tba 
mornings, with an hour's afternoon 
etudy. 

In other words, I admit tbat a coedu¬ 
cational school, when bard enough for 
tbe boye, la loo bard for those glrla wbo 
try to keep up with tbe boys In tbelr 
studies. And I know of no way to make 
• coeducational High bobool easy 
-enough for gtrla wbo will not take ad- 
wantage of our plan to graduate In five, 
ell or ten years, unless I make It alto¬ 
gether too easy for tbe boye. 

borne mothers may object to my 
opinion tbat boya can do more work 
than girls. I do not think tbat boys 
gaoaraiij bava mors ability than glrla. 

But I know tbat of ten boya aad of luo 
.girls, doing exactly tba aama work, and 
all doing aa bard work as tba boys 
oaght lo do, not one boy will ba over¬ 
worked, while two or throe gtrla will 
•uffer. Boya oan and do work border 
•through a aeries of years generally than 
glrla, and without Injury to thecnaeivea, 
whan Intelligently eared foe by tbalr 
parents. 

Tba third alleged cause of tba eo- 
c tiled overwork of soma Hlgb School 
girls la tbat tbe teachers, Including tbe 
superintendent, require tba work. Tbla 1 
it not true lo tbe Bloomfield Hlgb 
School. We do not require any boy or 
girl to go to tba Hlgb School at all; 
wbaa they come wo do not require them 
to take five or twenty-five recitations a 
week, but under tbe control of tbe 
Hoard of Education, tba^ Is, tbe repre¬ 
sentatives of tba oltlsena of tbla com¬ 
munity, and under tbe authority of tbe 
Jblgbar culture tbat wa represent, wa do 
wequlre tbat tba students meat certain 
conditions before receiving dlploman of 
graduation. If wa granted diplomas not 
earned, whether U ba by four or by 
•Igbt years of work, wa should bo falsa 
Co tba trust Imposed In ue and recreant 
to the profession tbat we represent. 
Persona wbo deatr* diplomas not freely 
granted by competent and faithful mao 
aud women of culture deelra to appear 
before their fellow men In n false light. 
Tens of millions of good people have 
never had Hlgb Soboel diplomas, aad 
millions of auooaaaful people novae want¬ 
ed them. 

However .all of tba foregoing discussion 
eoaroely reaches tba subject. I know 
that soma over-ambitious girls, badly 
advised by tbalr parents, do overwork 
at eobool. I know that for one auob 
girl, five otbera glva up school 
of bad health, due In 
ntudy. 

Many parents seam to Ignore tbe feet 
that there are three critical periods In 
tbe early physical Ilfs, wben tba health 
4s always delicate. Tbe first la at five 
Co eight years of age, when children are 
losing tbalr first teatb and getting tbelr 
eaoond. Tbe eeoond period Is from 
thirteen to seventeen or eighteen, for 
causes well understood. Tba third la 
from twaoty to twenty-five, tbe period 
of widening tbe frame and taking on 
muscle. 

For girls In tba eeoond of tbeke periods 
of wees health to go to eobool In tbo 
day Uni la one thing; for them to go 
out to eetartalnmanta of one kind or so¬ 
other lo the »veolngs Is another 
thing. Tbe flrat la comparatively harm- 
laaa. The trouble wltb us American 
parents la tbat wa ti sat our children too 
eoon aa growo-up adults and allow them 
too soon to treat themselves aa auob. I 
bold resolutely In tbe faoa of all ibis 
folly of evenlog amusements for boya 
and glrla tba oplnloo tbat ev«ry boy and 
girl needs at least nine or ten bonra 
•olid sleep every night, absolutely *wtu> 
out exception. Tble meaoa going to 
bed at 9 or 9 JO and up nlo«* or ten bourn 
later. Only poverty Is an excuse for 
any other oourae on tba part of pereota 
wrho desire tbe beet In life for tbelr 
children, and tbat beat la pe* feot health. 

But It will be replied, ‘•The girls must 
wtudy evening*.” I hold that any girl 
wbo need* u> study evenings mteuaes 
her morning* aad afternoon*, or also la 
carrying too many atndlew. In order t» 
make my propoeltloo perfectly clear I 
propose a dally programme, wblofc any 
Corny well-to-do parent* oan oaforoe 
•with tbalr daughters:

I aw confidant tbat no boy In tbo Blgb 
School U consuming tobacco regularly, 
to tba Impairment of bla health. I am 
equally confident tbat not a faw boya 
and glrla arwwooaumlng mors ooffea and 
to tbalr youthful physiques oan 
Stand baoafiblally. Parent* wbo think 
tbat tbalr children naad ooffaa and tea 
ought aarafully to aonalder w bother they 
do not ratbar need more sleep and more 
outdoor oxorclaa. 

For a boy's dally programme tba only 
change I would make would ba to lo- 
oraaae tba period of afternoon outdoor 
oxorclaa. and to put two or two and a 
half hours’ study lo tba evening. Let 
tba boya work sod play bard. They will 
sleep, eat and grow on tbat regimen. 

I approach now tbe fourth and loot 
oauaa of tbe apparaot overwork. 

Before Berkeley and Center schools 
were ventilated I used to bear a groat 
deal about tbe overwork of primary and 
grammar grade oblldreo. Before that 
time we used to have bad epidemics 
among tbe eobool children. I remember 
once when 325 ehlldteu were abeeut at 
oue time with meaelea. Since tbe ele¬ 
mentary schools were well ventilated 
there has never beeu an epidemic among 
our school children. Tbe average health 
of our elementary school cblldreu Is 
vastly Improved- The average per cent- 
ape of attendance laid year wa# 9d; 
three years ago we considered »8 per 
ceu*. good. Slue# the new schools were 
built I have had no complaint from any 
parent about overwork of grammar or 
primary children. I mean real work to 
tbe point of lll-healtb. 

Now tbe ventilation of tbe Hlgb School 
does not Improve from year to year. 
There are nu fans In tbe building to 
drive lo fresh air. Further, all our boys 
and girls have corns to us from tbe finely 
ventilated elementary schools, and they 
not lee tbe difference. 

Whan a Hlgb Bobool boy or girl com¬ 
plains of headaches tbe trouble Is prob¬ 
ably doe to one of three causes: Defi¬ 
cient eyesight, bad air lo tbe school- 
rooms or leok of aleep with Improper 
diet. Tbe second of these oausee la 
Irremediable by tbe scboot-teacbers. It 
Is, however. Interesting to oote that tbe 
Leg i sla t ure has ome to tbe conclusion 
tbat no community Is likely to bond 
Itself too heavily for Its good when It 
bonds Itself for tbe benefit of Its own 
children and youth. 

Consequently the New Jersey Legisla¬ 
ture will not st this session re-enact 
the provision of s bond limit for schools 
of three per cent, upon tbe ratabiea. 
Whether the renewal of tble limit will 
lead tbe parents of High School boya 
aad girls and of grammar school boya 
and glrla soon to go to tbe Hlgb School, 
to secure Improvements In tbat bulldtog 
remains to be ease. It would probably 
cost 24,000 to tfi.000 to beat and venti¬ 
late tbe building In • proper manner. 
Conditions In tbe evening eobool are 
even worse than In tba day school 
claaaea. At any rate, tbe wise thing to 
do Is tbe Intelligent thing; and tbat la 
to aaesrtala sod to reaaova tba eaasaa of 
alleged overwork. 

Tbe oortona may Hks to Inquire Into 
vital statistics They will find tbat 
High School boya and girls bare a death 
r»te less than one In a thousand; tbat Is 
wonderfully batter than among hoys and 
glrla not In the Hlgb School. In a cer¬ 
tain New York city high achool, with so 
average attendance of 3,500 annually, 
there were only two deatba lo five years. 
Very truly.

IVrrtlUINTAL EKFOET. 

Your sub committee would respect¬ 
fully report that upon the adoption by 
the Committee of Fifteen at its meeting 
on July 16 th last of a resolution instruct¬ 
ing the sub-committee to inform tbe 
Orange Water Company that the Com 
niittcc of Fifteen preferred a renewal of 
the water contract, but if that was im 
possible, they were willing to advise the 
purchsse of the company’s plant in the 
town of Bloomfield for the turn of ninety 
thousand dollars (too,ooo), and that 
unlexs said offer would lie accepted, it is 
the judgment of the committee that 
the town should proceed to construct a 
new and suitable plant for the diatribu 
Ih mi of water throughout the town, your 
committee had a conference with Joseph 
Munn, Esq., representing the Orange 
otnpany, on July i 6 tli, the day follow 
ig the meeting of the Committee of 
ifteen, and informed Mr. Munn of the 
action of the committee; and their coun¬ 
sel offered to ahow Mr. Muan the detaila 
aad figures which were presented to the 
Committee of Fifteen, and in which it is 
demonstrated that the total value pf tbe 
plant in tbe town of Bloomfield does 
not exceed the »um of f 7 $,ou<x Mr. 
Munn eaid that he would like to are 
figures and calculation!, and made 
an appointment to call upon the counsel 
of the committee the day following and 
go over tbe figures, but Mr. Munn 
did not keep such appointment, nor baa 
it been poaaible to have any interview 
with him since that time. 

When it became evident that Mr. 
Munn did not intend to have any further 
interviews with the committee, ther 
wrote to Mr. Shepard, the President of 
the Orange Water Company, expressing 
their annoyance at the delay in reaching 
a conclusion, and relocating an inter¬ 
view with Mr. Shepard To tbia 
was received that Mr. Shepard 
at his summer home in tbe State of Con¬ 
necticut, and would bo* return until 
about the middle of September, wben be 
would meet the members of the com- 
mhtae. Mr. Shepard returned to New¬ 
ark on September aad and called upon 
tbe committee's counsel and was in¬ 
formed of the conclusion which had been 
unanimously reached by the Committee 
of Fifteen, as above stated. Mr. Shepard 
mid tbat be did not think the company 
would be willing to acceot the oBsr of 
loo Ooo. bat indicated a further willing- 
new to continue negotiations with the 
committee. said tbat if it was im¬ 

possible to agree upon a price for the 
purchase of a distributing plant, he 
might be willing to submit the question 
of price to arbitration. Your counsel in¬ 
formed Mr. Shepard that failing « 
agreement, he believed that arbitration 
might be acceptable to the committee, 
and further that he believed it would be 
practicable to satisfy a disintereated arbi¬ 
trator that the sum of # 90,000 above 
mentioned wav a full pnce^in fact an 
excessive price for the plant. Mr. Shep¬ 
ard then suggested that the company 
might tie willing to make a new contract 
for supplying water for ten years, and 
said lhat he would call the next dav ^to 
diaruaa tbat phase of the subject Mr. 
Shepard called on your counsel the 
nextday, September J 3 d.

Your counsel called Mr. Shepard’s at- 
tcntiou to the fact tbat this communica¬ 
tion was addressed to the TowueCouncil. 
and nut to the Committee of Fifteen, and 
asked why the Committee of Fifteen waa 
ignored in this manner, and whether It 
was the purpose of llie water company to 
discontinue negotiations with the com¬ 
mittee. Mr. Shepavl replied lhat the 
committee w*s an irresponsible body, 
having 110 power to make a contract, and 
that the water company proposAjd in 
future to deal only with the Town Coun 
cil, and that this copy of th* communica¬ 
tion to the Council was only furnished aa 
a matter of courtesy. Mr. Vhepard waa 
reminded that this change of attitude 
toward the committee was a very sudden 
one; that for more than four months, and 
since June id. the water company had 
been negotiating with the committee 
without making any objection to their 
responsibility, and that it was uufor- 
tunaic that to much time should have 
been wasted if the committee was an 
rrvspousitde body and not proper per 
sons to negotiate in this matter. 

Your committee have learned with the 
utmost Burprwe that at an adjourned 
meeting of tbe Council held on Thur# 
day, October filh, the Town Council, by 
unanimous vote of all present (Coun¬ 
cilman Walker of tbe Second Ward 
1 wing the only alwentee). adopted a reso¬ 
lution calling for a special election on 
Tuesday, Novrmler loth, at which the 
legal voters of the town will be asked to 
give tlieir consent and authorise the 
issue of bonds lo purchase the Orange 
Water Company’s plant for the sum of 
#150,000. This action was takcu with¬ 
out the knowledge of tbe ciliiea mem¬ 
bers of the Committee of Fifteen, none 
of whom bad any intimation that the 
matter was to be considered. Il waa 
taken within a few hours after the re- 
ceipt of the communication from Mr. 
Munn. dated that morning, and in the 
judgment of your sub-committee, was in 
distinct violation of the unanimous 
action of tbe Committee of Fifteen on 
July 16th, at which it was determined to 
advise the Council to construct a new 
plant if the existing plant could not 1* 
purchased for the sura of #90.ooo. 

Your committee have been informed, 
and the sudden action of October bth on 
the part of the C' uncil necessarily con¬ 
firms this infunnation, that during the 
weeks in which the. sub-committee have 
been negotiating and endeavoring to 
continue the negotiation with the Or¬ 
ange Water Company, members of tbe 
Council, wbo are likewise members of 
tbs Committee of Fifteen, have been in 
communication with representatives of 
the Orange Water Company and have in¬ 
dicated their willingness to purchase tbe 
plant for tbe sum of # 150 . 000 . and they 
ascribe to this fact the failure on the part 
of the committee to successfully nego¬ 
tiate either a new contract or a pur 
chase at a reasonable sum of the plant. 

We understand that members of the 
Council have complained that the sub¬ 
committee was dilatory in pursuing its 
negotiations with the water company 
but the delay, aa before slated, has been 
wholly on the part of the Orange Water 
Company, and we think it is plain lhat 
such delay waa made for tbe purpose of 
embarrassing the Committee of Fifteen, 
and for the purpose of giving the Town 
Council a pretext to take the matter out 
of the hands of the committee. 

We are entirely unable to understand 
why the members of the Council have 
displayed this uncommon anxiety 19 pur¬ 
chase the plant at a price which we be¬ 
lieve to be at teste double its actual value 
* ad we are utterly unable to understand 
why the Council, who are merely the 
official representatives of tbe citizens of 
the town, were unwilling to allow tbeir 
fellow-citizens serving on a committee 
with them to know of their contemplated 
action on October Bth. Chairman Pkter- 
son of the Town Council was invited to 
1 err* as an additional niemkr of th« 
subcommittee in order that theConncil 
might be fully swsre of each slly in the 
proceedings of the sob-committee. He 
declined to serve on the sub-committee, 
and it will also be remembered that at 
the time of the appointment of the sub¬ 
committee some member* of the Town 
Council declined to serve on tbat 
sub committee, saying that the Council 
had failed to obtain better terms than 
# 150,000 from the water company, and 
they thought that the sub committee 
should be composed exclusively of per¬ 
sons not town officials.!.. 

In our opinion the action of tbe Town 
Connell in calling a special election on 
November 10 th. as above stated, was an 
error of judgment, in that it hat made it 
impossible for the Committee of Fifteen, 
not only to secure better term* for tbe 
purchase of the plant, but even to secure 
a renewal of the contract for tbe term of 

ten years. , . 

Your committee are unanimously of 
the opinion that a new water plant,wider 
in area and better adapted to the prVwnt 
and future needs of the town, can be 
constructed for a sum considerably 1 


period oi twelve years, equal to tw 
lour per cant, equal to the sum of #»,- 
ooo. It brings the value of tba plant, by 
tbe moat liberal eteimate, down to| 8 a.- 
000 , and-Ibis takes no account of the 
fact that much of tbe plant is either not 
needed, or to of such a site aa to require 
duplication in the near future, and tbat 
the coat is inc rea s e d by # 7.000 by calcu¬ 
lating tba coat of pipe by net tons in¬ 
stead of groan Urns. 

With these facte before tba Council, 
•ud every member of the Council baa 
bad these facta, wa think the Committee 
of Piftcen is entitled to receive from such 
of its members aa voted to call tbe fl«c 
lion Joi November icrtb an explanation 
of the character of any personal con¬ 
ferences which they have had with, tbe 
officials of the Orange Water Company, 
by wbat considerations they were 
moved to call the election of November 
10 th. and on what theory they consider 
that it will be to the advantage of tbe 
citizens of this town to purchase tbe 
water company 's plant for #150 ooo The 
harden of this proof and explanation is 
on them, and if they have been deceived 
or misled Into official action which ia 
unwise and will result in a great injury 
to tbe interests of property-owners snd 
texpaven, there should be no hesitation 
on tlieir part about correcting their mis¬ 
take while it ia still in tbeir power to do 
so. We believe that if an election shall 
be held as proposed, it will and muat-re¬ 
sult in a r-fuaal on the part of the vc*era 
to authorize the purchase of this plant at 
the sum named, and we can see no 
reason why the town should be put to 
the expense of such sn election under 
these conditions. 

We therefore recommend: 

1 . That the Town Council be re¬ 
quested at their next meeting to recon¬ 
sider their action of October 8 th in call¬ 
ing such election. 

2 . That a public meeting of the cit¬ 
izens and tax payers of Bloomfield ha 
called at an early date to receive tbe re¬ 
port of the Committee of Fifteen ap¬ 
pointed by the meeting of citizens held 
in May last. 

5 . Tbat at such meeting of tax 
the Committee of Fifteen present 
report, which shall include the reports of 
the sub committee, and that said meet¬ 
ing lie jid vised by this committee to pass 
a reM>lution requesting the Town Conn¬ 
ed to reconsider its action in calling for 
a special election on November loth, and 
advising the Town Council to take the 
necessary proceedings to enable the town 
to construct a new plant for distribution 
of water throughout the town
